preparations must be made as re- 
gards leaving the house unoceupied. Even if 
the holiday is to be a short one, precautions 
must be taken to guard against possible mis- 
haps. 

It is most necessary to turn off the water 
supply at the main, also the gas supply at 
the meter. so that there can be no possibility 
of leakages from either source during ab- 
sence from home. The electric current 
should likewise be disconnected. 

Any Oriental or other valuable rugs should 
be carefully cleaned, and then rolled up in 
cedar paper or newspaper, care being taken 
to allow enough paper to extend over each 
side so that it may be turned over the ends 
of the rugs. thus entirely covering them. 
The paper should be secured in several places 
with a string or rope.

It is best not to leave any valuables in 
the house whilst it is empty. ll silver, 
jewellery and important papers should le sent 
to the bank. and a receipt obtained for 
them. The silver should be carefully wrapped 
and packed—first in soft tissue paper or cha . 
mois leather, and then in baize cloths. An 
inventory should be taken before the packing 
is dons. 

It is most essential not to leave any scraps 
of food about. as mice have an uncanny sense 
of smeli, and seem to arrive as if by magic 
if food is left within their reach. As they do 
not disappear as easily, it.is wise to make 
due precautions. All stores such as sugar.

I.R.A. EMIGRANTS. 


REMARKABLE DOCUMENT 
SEIZED. 


The Civie Guards at Kilkee, County Clare, 
have seized.a number of documents which are 
supposed to have been issued by Republicans. 
One of them sets out the conditions on which 
a member of the Irish Republican Army may 
emigrate. An application must be sent to the 
“ Adjutant-General"’ of the 1.R.A., and must 
be accompanied by a declaration in the fol- 
lowing terms :— 

“TIT was forced to leave Ireland through 
extreme .economic distress in order to 
obtain a livelihood. I wish to be en- 
rolled on the Foreign Reserve List for a 
period of five years. I promise to return 
to Ireland. at the end of that time if I 
do not obtain an extension and to abi 
by the conditions set out hereunder.” 

These conditions include willingness to 
submit to the same disciplinary code as active 
Volunteers ; to a the price of a return 
passage to Ireland to keep it intact; to 
return immediately General Headquarters 
issues a direction to him; to keep Head- 
quarters informed of his address; to increase 
his efficiency as a soldier whilst abroad ; and 
te promote the interests of the Republic in 
every way. 

This declaration has to be witnessed by a 
responsible officer of the LR.A. acquainted 
with the intending emigrant, and then for- 
warded to the Adjutant-General. If the 
latter approves, the necessary lication for 
passports, etc., may presumably be 
through the Free State and other 
authorities.

THE NEED FOR PRECAUTIONS. 


Black scab, otherwise known as wart disease 
or potato cancer, is most serious disease 
that has threatened the Irish potato industry, 
The disease is most destructive, highly in- 
fectious, and once introduced persists in the 
soil for many years. The authorities in most 
countries have made stringent regulations to 
cope with black scab. Some years ago the 
United States of America prohibited absolutely

“PROFITABLE POULTRY.” 

TO THE EDITOR OF TUE IRISH TIMES. 

Stx,—A few days ago, in a contemporary 
newspaper; | read that a certain Australian 
professor had been lecturing at Edinburgh, 
and is réported to have said that their 
poultry in Australia laid twice as many eggs 
per bird as do those of Great Britain, and 
that climate has very little to do with the 
output from those valuable layers. 

He issued a challenge also to the effect 
that he was prepared to bring over a pen 
of birds and match them against any similar 
pen here. He wound up by stating that in 
the a» tests over there the pullets 
averaged eggs per annum. This was the 
only real figure we have to go upon for com. 
parison.. I have not at hand the figtires of 
the laying tests in England, but f fancy 
that ¢ om? there is very similar to 
those held in Ireland, somewhat lower, | 
think, owing to the larger numbers competing ; 
but taking the average of the past few years 
of the laying tests at the Munster Insti- 
tute, , and Stormont, Belfast, the average 
is over 200 eggs per bird per annum. 

Last year at the Munster Institute the 
average was 189 eggs per bird for cleven 
months, birds competing.. A first-elass 
certificate is awarded only for pens that 
average 200 egks per bird for eleven months. 

From this we may gather that Ireland 
can hold its own with the poultry of any 
country. 

Very little prominence is given to the 
resul’s of Irish laying tests, and the number 
of these tests is altogether aims for 
this country, It is doubtful if half the 
entries which will be sent in for the next 
contest can be accepted for lack of accommo- 
dation, 

Beyond the initial expense, it costs the Go- 
vernment nothing to rún such tests, because 
the value of eggs laid provides sufficient to 
cover cost of food, management and upkeep 
ol plant. 

Laying, tests are to the poultry industry 
what horse show and horse racing are to 
the horse industry. 

It mist not be assuméd, however, that the 
farmers of this nir get": results ; 
they lag far behind, although it is possible 
for all to keep hens which, in their first year 
will lay 180 eggs if hatched in time an

Industry and Agriculture. 


President Cosgrave has a gift of concise 
expression, accompanied by a peculiarly 
direct. style of speech, and we hope sin- 
cerely that many of the things which he 


| said at Mullingar yesterday will be taken 


earnestly to heart by the Irish people. 
In the course of an interesting speech 
he deplored the decline in the support 
of Irish manufactures which has been 
noticeable during the last few years. 
When the “Trish Ireland ' movement was 
a political weapon in the hands of the 
Sinn Fein. Party people bought goods of 
Irish manufacture on principle, with the 
result that native industry received a 
stimulus which otherwise it never would 
have been likely to get. Since the achieve- 
ment of the political aims of Sinn Fein, 
however, there has been a marked falling 
off in this respect. The ordinary economic 
law of supply and demand has come into 


have found that they are unable to 
meet the competition of British and other 
competitors. One of the results of this 
discovery has been a strong movement in 
favour of protective tariffs, to which the 
Government has yielded in certain 
instances. It has instituted a series of 
import duties, the chief effect of which 
has been an increase in the cost of living. 
So far the benefit of these duties to Irish 
industry has failed to justify their imposi- 
tion from the economic point of view, and 
the man in the street is beginning to. 
réalise that the Economic Commission 
knew its business when it advised the 
Government at the outset of its career to 
refrain from protective experiments. 

The unpleasant fact is that our Irish 
manufacturers in very many cases cannot 
compare in price or quality with the goods 
which we import, The farmers, who, in the 
nature of things, are forced to sell their 
produce in the frée British market, want 
to get. the best possible value for their 
hardly earned money, and are not pre- 
pared to. pay~ high. prices for articles 
made in this country when they can buy 
articles of superior quality more cheaply. 
| Before there can be any real revival of 
Irish manufactures, with or without pro- 
tection, prices must be lowered and quality 
must be raised. President Cosgrave makes. 
this point clear, and it is well that every- 
body in the country should recognise it. 
We are strongly in favour of the purchase

He must 
be provided with good roads and railways 
to transport his produce from farm to 
market; and, above all things, he REPT, 
not be crushed under a heavy burden cf 
taxation, either by direct taxes or by“pro- 

tective ‘tariffs, on his necessaries of life. 

Mr. Hogan deserves the greatest credit 
for the good work which he has done 
already in this direction; but much re- 
mains to be achieved. 


The Coal Crisis. 


The gravity of the industrial crisis in 
Britain is manifested in the remark of 
the miners’ leader, Mr. A. J. Cook, that 
the country is on, the verge of. “the 
greatest struggle in the history and annals 
of industrialism.’’ The position is simple. 
With wages and output at their present 
level, British coal cannot be sold at a 
competitive price. Already the fall in the 
demand for coal at its present price has 
declined so far that hundreds of thousands 
of miners have been thrown out of work. 
The industry has reached that point of 
depression at which the mineowners cannot 
pay present wages and keep the mines 
open without working at a loss. The 
masters’ simple statement that costs comé 
down if work is to continue is denounced 
as a ‘‘declaration of war.” What, then, 
do the men’s leaders demand? If the men 
refuse to work at an economic wage, and 
are prepared to invoke a general stoppage 
of national services in their support, they 
must have set their hopes on a settlement 
that never can be reached within the 
framework of the present. economic system. 
The challenge is addressed, not to the mine- 
owners, but to the established order. The 
revolutionary temper has seized men whose 
leaders have deliberately sought to provoke 
it, and the attack by a mob of miners 
on Bishop Welldon—condoned by Mr. 
Shinwell, formerly Socialist Minister for 
Mines, who said that “it was the sort of 
thing they might be expected to do ’’—is 
an ugly symptom of the passing of an in- 
dustrial dispute into a revolt against 
authority in general. The British Govern- 
ment is sparing no effort to bring about a 
peaceful settlement, and the King himself 
has sought to be acquainted with all sides 
of the question, no doubt in order to be 
able to appeal, with all the power of his 
well-loved personality, for conciliation. 
Little can be done, however, by any 
Government if a revolutionary demand 
be propounded which could be granted 
only by the subversion of the order on 
which government rests. The belief grows 
that the threatened stoppage will be averted 
this week by an offer from the Government 
to subsidise the mining industry for a short 
period. A subsidy would tax the nation 
in the interest of a section, and would 
set a precedent that would , encourage 
strikes. Britain's only hope lies in a 
fresh assertion of the steady English 
character, which hitherto has rejected, in 
hours of peril, the mad courses towards 
which Britain’s enemies fain would urge 
the race.

William Jennings Bryan. 

The death of Mr. William Jennings 
Bryah, who three times all but gained the 
Presidency of the United States, and in 
the past month came prominently before 
the world again in the grotesque trial at 
Dayton, Tennessee, removes a remarkable 
figure from American affairs. In his day 
Mr. Bryan was a great national figure. 
As leader of one of the two great parties 
in. the greatest republic in the world, he 
upheld the cause of temperance and strove 
for international peace, moved in all his 
doings by old-fashioned moral rectitude, 
That a man of such eminence and in- 
fluence should be so simple as to play a 
leading part in the absurd affair of the 
prosecution of a young teacher for the 
propagation of accepted scientific theory, 
is perplexing to us of the Old World, to 
whom the naiveté of America is strange. 
Mr.. Bryan was the last great man whose 
mind was lodged among early Victorian. 
ideas.. He was the last who could so far, 
resist the progress of knowledge as to 
‘regard evolutionary science either as unten- 
able or as hostile to Christian belief. While 
we smile) at his simplicity, we may deplore 
the passing of the earnestness with which 
it was combined. To-day men are un- 
troubled by the problems of faith, less 
because they have taken pains to find their 
solution, than because they have grown in- 
different to the spiritual things which were 
cherished so devoutly by the men who have

ing a suitable medium for the cancer ‘spore’ 
to row. in. 

“Owing to certain defects in the diet and 
preparation of food. the modern civilised 
haman being suffers from ' potassiam starva- 
tion," and the increase of cancer is a corollary 
of this. state of things. The recent report of 
the Middlesex Hospital calls attention to the 
fact that cases of cancer have beén known 
to recover spontaneously. This curative power 
in the blood depends entirely on the due 
supply of the radio-active alkali potash.

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LONDON LETTER. 
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| POSSIBLE. SUBSIDY FOR MINES.

It was rumoured yesterday that the court. 
of inquiry into the coal dispute will recom- 
mend the payment of a subsidy to the 
industry and that the Government is pre- 
pared to accept the proposal. It is im- 

ible to say whether there is any 
leantaiion for this story, but there is an 
inclination in some quarters to think that 
the rumour is inspired by recent talk of 
subsidies in the House of Commons. It 
is true, of course, that the industry cannot 
pay its way at present. If it is decided 
to give it a subsidy in order that it may 
do so, the cost will run into many millions 
of pounds unless the period is a very short 
one. The time suggested is three months, 
in order that the industry may be tided 
over its present difficulty. 

Should the Government decide to give a 
subsidy to the mining industry, claims 
will follow for subsidies to other distressed 
industries, and the last national position 
will be worse than the first. With the 
prevailing demand for economy the country 
will regard somewhat doubtfully huge 
sums being given in doles to indigent 
trades—a point the Government will, no 
doubt, recognise; but with the industry 
at its present low level it may be thought 
advisable to spend a few millions with the 
hope of reaping many. One point should 
be borne in mind. If the Labour Party 
agrees to accept subsidies for trades it will 
be a clear indication that organised Labour 
recognises that the Cobdenite tradition is a 
failure. 


Parliament Prolonged. 


A subsidy to the mining industry wil! 
prolong the present sittings of the House 
of Commons; for it would require the 
passing of a financial resolution and a 
separate Bill before .it“could become 
efiective. Such a measure would be hotly 
debated, and scarcely could be passed 
through both Houses in less than three 
or four days. Those few days would carry 
the sittings on to the end of the second 
week in August, and the House might have 
to wait for a holiday until August 14th, 
instead of August 8th. 


Numerous Metings Arranged. 


A very busy week has been arranged for 
those taking part in the coal negotiations, 
and it opens to-morrow with a meeting 
between the Prime Minister and the Com- 
mittee of the Trade Union Congress, while 
on Tuesday Mr. Baldwin will hold a 
special meeting of the Cabinet to discuss 
the situation. On Wednesday Mr. Bridge- 
man will preside over a joint conference of 
the coalowners and miners. If no settle- 
ment has been reached there will be a 
special conference in London on Thursday, 
of the executives of all trade unions to 
consider the action to be taken by the 
trade union movement generally. The 
question of financial support—a very im- 
portant one, since the miners: have very 
little money—will also be considered.

Liberalism hopes to secure something 
out of the present mining trouble. The 
National Liberal Federation has requested 
the Liberal, organisations throughout the 
mining constituencies to send representa- 
tives, who must be working miners, to a 
conference to be addressed by Lord Oxford 
in London on Friday.

Economy Committee.

It is intended that everr 
interest associated with the production and 
distribution of food supplies shall be given 
attention, and inquiries will be made into 
the question of profiteering. The Counci! 
at present has no punitive powers, but 
should it be deemed really necessary the 
Government is prepared to grant them 
The Council will include two women. one 
the wife of a working man, and the other 
a Labour member of a Thames-side 
Council. Comfortable offices have beet 
allotted to the Council in Sanctuar)

Ascari took the lead from the outset and 
held it until he met with his fatal acci- 
dent. He beat the record for the course in 
several laps, his speed for the eleventh lap 
being 128 kilometres 539 metres an hour. 

The junction of the autodrome track, 
with the touring circuit, is in a straight 
line, with a slight curve in front of the 
Chateau de Saint Eutrope. This is where 
cars attain the maximum speed. While 
travelling at a rate of 200 kilometres an 
hour, Ascari took the curve too sharply, 
dashed into the balustrades, and bounded 
back on to the course, then, colliding. once 
more with the barriers, the car turned 
over. i 

Ascari became entangled in the wheel 
and was finally flung out on to the road. 
He was taken to the dressing station where, 
after a short examination, it was found 
necessary to amputate his right leg, which 
had been almost torn off. His head and 
body were also badly cut. He was 
promptly placed in an ambulance and sent 
to Paris, but died on the way. 

The Alfa-Romeo representatives then 
withdrew their two other competing cars 
as a sign of mourning. 


“THE MASTER DRIVER.” 

Antonio Ascari was a Milanese and 36 
years of age. He was the leading driver 
of the Alfa-Riomeo Company, and but for 
engine trouble would probably have won 
the Grand Prix on the Lyons circuit last 
year. He won the Italian Grand Prix 
at Monza in 1924, and the Grand Prix 
d'Europe at Spa last month. 

Ascari started a strong favourite for 
yesterday's. race, and his death is greatly 
regretted in motoring circles. . 

Count Brilli Peri, who was also driving 
an Alfa-Romeo car in the race, said to a 
newspaper representative before the race: 
““ Ascari is the master of us all, and 
Campari, last year’s victor, . prophesied 
that he himself would win, but only vf 
Ascari had a breakdown. 

The tragedy cast a gloom over the great 
event, and a heavy downpour of rain added 
to the general depression, as well as to the 
difficulty of driving at top speed. 

France carried off the honours of the 
race, and filled seven out of the first eight 
places. Britain was represented by three 
Sunbeams, one of which was placed third. 
The winner's average speed was 112 kilos 
220 metres an hour. ae sib 

The Sunbeam car. driven’ by Count 
Masetti finished third. The two ‘other’, 
driven by Conelli and Segravi (says 
Reuter), gave up after the 2ist and 3ist 
laps, respectively.

THE GOURSE DESCRIBED. 

The total ra of the special route was 
twelve and a half kilomettes, including 1 kilo- 
metre 250 metres round. part of the racing 
track; the total distance of the race is 1,000 
kilometres, 90 Japs of the circuit.

U.S. FLAGSHIP AT 
KINGSTOWN. 


TEN DAYS’ STAY IN 
DUBLIN WATERS. . 
IRISHMEN AMONG THE 
CREW. | 


AT six o'clock yesterday morning the 
United States battle cruiser Pitts- 
burgh steamed into Dublin Bay and 
dropped anchor in the ‘“ Man-o’-War 
Roads,”’ a mile south of Kingstown Har- 
bour. She will remain in Dublin Bay for 
the next ten days, and arrangements have 
been made for entertaining the officers and 
men during their visit. 

‘Although the Pittsburgh’s visit to 
Dublin was announced some weeks ago, 
residents in the Kingstown and D; lkey 
districts were surprised on looking from 
their windows early in the morning to see 
the big grey four-funnelled vessel already 
anchored in the Bay. 

It was not long before visitors to the 
ship began to arrive, the first being 
Captain Holmes, R.N., the Harbour 
Master of Kingstown... An hour or, two 
later two members of the General Head- 
quarters Staff of the National Arm? went 
on board, and, on behalf of the Free State 
Army, extended a welcome to the vessel's 
officers and crew. 

The premises of the Royal St. George 
Yacht Club and all the public: buildings 
were decorated with flags and pennants, 
and on St. Michael's Wharf a guard of 
National soldiers, with double sentries, 
was posted.

“GOOD AND SEAWORTHY.” 


An Irish Times Reporter was one of the 
earliest visitors to the ship. He was wel- 
comed by two young ensigns, who, proud of 
their vessel, which they described as “ an oid 
tub, but good and seaworthy,” escorted him 
fore and bh through every part of it. There 
was a pleasant odour of good cooking, which 
sharpened the appetite. Jancheon was in 
preparation, and in Gargantuan style, for to 
provide a meal of roast chicken, asparagus, 
and toes, with fruit tart to follow, for 
‘SC officers and a crew of 750 is a pretty 
heavy task.

The ‘original name of 
the vessel was the Pennsylvania, but when 
the United, States Government some years 
ago built a big vessel of the Dreadnought type 
and named it the Pennsylvania the vessel 
now at Kingstown was re-named, the Pitts- 
burgh. She carries ten -six-inch and four 
eight-inch guns, two fore and two aft, and is 
the ‘‘crack’’ vessel of her class. in gunnery, 
having won, the gunnery trophy last year. 


PHYSICAL FITNESS, 

Aboard the ship great attention is paid to 
detail, particularly in regard to the health 
of her personne/. The. medical staff consists 
of three doctors, who have elaborate and up- 
to-date sick bays and an «perrting theatre. 
There is also a dentist, who makes periodical 
exsminations of the men’s teeth. Physical 
fitness seems to be the watchword through- 
out. the vessel. 

The Pittsburgh (15,000 tons and 515 feet 
in length) is the flagship of the American 
Lb é in European waters, re she 

commissioned for nearly three years. 
The Admiral of the Fleet, which comprises 
one battle cruiser, six ms and a 
steam, yacht—the Scorpion—is 
Philip Andrews, and the Commander of the 
vessel, Captain Frank Taylor Evans, who is 
the son of “ Fighting Bob,’’ an officer famous 
in American sea annals, especially for his 
work in the Spanish-American War. Besides 
the large crew the ship carri«s a detachment 
fof Marines—those sailor soldiers’ whose 
efficiency in drill and musketry is so well 


known 

; THE CREW. 

Almost a third of the large crew is Irish, 
or of Irish extraction, and many of them 
are looking forward to visiting the homes of 
their ancestors in Ireland. When it became 
known some months ago that Dublin was to 
be a port of call, the ship's office was inun- 
dated with applications for leave by those of 
the crew who have - lctives in the country. As 
far as is possible leave will be granted to 
these men. All aboard, however, were 
delighted about the visit, and our reporter 
was bombarded with questions. ‘‘Have you 
good golf links here?" some of the officers 
asked. The men wanted to know whether 
Dublin was a “dry ” city on Sundays, and, 
of course, there were many questions about 
the ‘reputed good looks of the Dublin girls. 
During the afternoon a portion of the crew 
were ‘granted shore leave, and the presence of 
so many American seamen.in uniform in 
Dublin attracted much attention. American 
naval rules do not permit the officers to wear 
uniform ashore, but as many as could get 
leave visited the city in mufti. 

Through the courtesy of Captain Evans, the 
vessel will be open for inspection by visitors 
during her ten days’ stay in Dublin Bay. 
Visiting hours will be from 10 a.m. to 8.45 
p-m. daily, and a small fleet of motor and 
steam pinnaces will be available to carry 
visitors to and from the vessel free of charge. 


ENTERTAINMENT PROGRAMME. 

Since she received her present commission 
the Pittsburgh has visited almost every great 
sea in Europe, and amongst ports of call 
in Greaf Britain were Weymouth a Cardiff, 
in each of which ten days were spent.

The claims of Athy as the site of the 
first: Irnsh heet sugar factory were strongly 
urged this morning at meetings in. many 
parishes in South Kildare and the adjoining 
parts of Queen’s County. The farmers were 
told that better barlev followed beet, and 
were advised to put half their turnip ground 
under beet. This, it was said, would enable 
them to pocket £20 per acre and keep as. many 
cattle as before, because cattle could be fed 
on beet pulp and a half-ration of swedes. 

The day’s campaign to secure promises for 
the 5,000 acres of beet required for the pur- 
poses of the factory concluded with a largely- 
attended meeting in Athy. 

Canon Mackey, P.P., V.G., who presided, 
said that the question was a national one, If 
the beet sugar factory proved a success. it 
would tend to promote, not only the welfare 
of the district in which it was scheduled, but 
the welfare of and as a whole. If the 
beet sugar industry was properly developed 
it would give a reasonable return on the 
capital invested in it. The industry would 
contribute to the wealth of the farmer, the 
comfort of the labourer, the prosperity of 
the shopkeepers and everything should be 
dene to secure its establishment in the Barrow 
eres near Athy. If Messrs: Lippens were 
gnided by facts they would decide at Brussels 
os August “th that the best place for ihe 
factory was Athy. 

THE BEST FARMERS. 

Mr. John Conlan, T.D., moved a resolu- 
tion asking Messrs. Lippens to investigate the 
possibility and suitability of the Barrow area 
for the erection of a sugar beet factory.

MR. COOK’S STATEMENT.

** Therefore, it is wise for me, as Secre- 
tary, to re-state the position that the 
Chairman, Mr. Herbert Smith, has put 
forward on behalf of the miners—that 
there can be no agreement that will mean 
either longer hours or a penny piece per 
day reduction in. wages; and further, we 
shall not accept ahy agreement that will 
not in the future provide wages for the 
working-men in the mines at least equal te 
1914, plus the increase. in the cost . of 
living. | i 

“That iga pledge given by Mr. Herbert 
Smith and myself on behalf of. a. million 
miners, and their dependente—five million 
souls in all look to us to see that that 
pledge is carried out. We shall not betray 
our trust.” 

“On Wednesday we have a meeting,” 
Mr. Cook continued, “ but there is no use 
misleading the British public into believ- 
ing that there is a possibility of peace— 
‘there is too wide a breach between “us and- 
the owners’ proposals, which would mean 
slavery. Our fight is for the right to live, 
and unless the British’ Government “take 
full courage and use the power they have, 
then in five days’ time there will not be 
a ton of coal produced in this country, 
and the greatest struggle in the history 
and “annals’ of. industrialism will start. 
What the end will be no man can 
prophesy. It is for the Government to 
demand the withdrawal of the notices and

Four men were killed and several 
others seriously injured im a char-a-banc 
accident which occurred yesterday on 
Mendip Hills, twelve miles from Bristol.
